The Spanish custom of 
putting shoes in the hall-, 
way runs along the same 
line as hanging up stock­ 
ings, except for one thing  
most Spanish children know 
what they are getting, be­ 
cause they accompany their 
parents and pick out what 
they want.

Ono custom we differ en­ 
tirely in is the buying of 
gifts. In Spain only parents 
buy p resent s this saves 
money for the younger, set, 
but they miss the fun of go­ 
ing shopping by themselves.

Christmas Day usually is 
celebrated by a big dinner 
of turkey and all the trim­

mings plus the special des­ 
sert and drink, turron and 
champagne.

It seems all, they do dur­ 
ing the holiday is eat. On 
"La Noche Viefa." the OJd 
Night. December 31, another 
supper is given. H is not un­ 
usual to have so many feasts, 
that they cat four times a 
day.

On the last night of the 
year firecrackers light the 
sky as the New Year rolls 
in noisily Small rockets fill­ 
ed with candies are set off 
in the houses. Parties also 
celebrate the beginning of 
another year.

It's at this time that we 
in Torrance usually make 
resolutions to make the New 
Year a betted one than the 
last. In Spain, twelve grapes 
ar given which are eaten 
one by one at every stroke 
of the clock. If they can do 
it. and according to Ari. few 
can. they are supposed to 
have good luck for the new 
vear. But as Ari puts it, "It's 
just a custom!"
